Germany Still The Favorite 
J HE plainly evident satisfaction of Americans over 
evidence that Hitler'* conquering hordes arc 
paying heavily for their aivances in Russia should 
co t be carried too far. Reality still should corm 
first. 
Germany is the favorite in the struggle to domi­ 
nate the world. The most that eau be expected of 
Russia is stubborn resistance; no one dreams of 
Joseph Stalin’s vast. loosely organised alate boing 
able to do anything more than prove harder to 
defeat than the Germans expected it would be. 
They may wear themselves out on Russia. They 
may win victory at too great a cost. They may win 
a Pyrrhic victory. But the great monumental fact 
of the war ii that Germany has proved it is in a 
military class by Itself. It ran roughshod over th • 
French army, reputed to be the world's best, in a 
few weeks. The only other army I* ft capable of 
giving it a contest was the Russian army, and th' 
Russian army, despite the punishment It has dealt 
out to the Germans, has been taking worse punish­ 
ment itself. 
There la the Britlah army, a hodge-podge assembly 
of nationalities called together hastily and trained 
frantically to defend the United Kingdom against 
invasion. There is the United States army, growing 
hut still untrained. Still lacking equipment, still 
without benefit of a comprehensive program of de­ 
velopment and purpose. 
When the Russian army is defeated, which in all 
probability it will be and can be, lf that is what 
the Germans want to do, there will be left the mili­ 
tary power of the British Empire and the United 
States. 
Every day Russia holds out is one more day added 
to Britain's and America'* time for preparedness. 
Every day that Germany brings the war with Russia 
closer to completion is one day taken away from 
their time for preparedness. 


Going Back On A Policy 
I T IS the official policy of the United States that 
selective service is the hest and fairest way to 
raise an army. The policy was developed In the 
World war, preserved through the ensuing years of 
peace and put Into effect last September with 
passage of the selective training and service act of 
1940. 
The question as to whether to extend the draft 
period beyond a year, aa recommended by the chief 
of staff of the U. 8. army, Gen. Marshall, la being 
clouded and complicated by congressmen playing 
po]itics with national security. On the theory that 
votes may be won in their districts and states by 
shifting from the selective service policy to a vol­ 
unteer policy, instead of extending the draft period, 
they are going hack on last fall s decision to stand 
by selective service. 
Legislators tried the same thing when the selec­ 
tive service proposal was being debated. The sen­ 
ate defeated a proposal by Sen. Hayden of Arizona 
to try volunteering for 6" days before resorting to 
conscription by only two votes. Tho house passed 
by seven votes a similar propoaal, which subse­ 
quently was eliminated in conference with the sen­ 
ate. 
* 
While there Is a distinct difference between de­ 
pendence on volunteering to raise an army and 
depending on volunteering to extend the training 
of selectees already In camps, the underlying prin­ 
ciple of the draft army la that the men in It should 
he there because they were chosen not because 
they, themselves, chose to be soldiers. 


IN a more perfect world no great 
action involving war and peace 
would ever he taken by the Presi­ 
dent 
without 
first, obtaining the 
explicit approval of congress. 
We never have had a President, 
it is fair to say, who would not 
have preferred to obtain prior au­ 
thorization 
from congress rather 
than to act on his own responsibil­ 
ity and depend upon a subsequent 
ratification or on some kind of 
tacit asssent. 
The whole ai tion of the govern­ 
ment would be Immensely stronger 
and therefore in the end less cost­ 
ly, lf this procedure could be fob 
■ lowed. 
BUT as a matter of historic fact,1 
none of the decisive develop­ 
ments of American policy has ever 
j obtained prior authorization from 
I congress. The historic moves which 
mark the rise of the United States 
as a great power have all of them

Constitutional Blind Spot 
\ TTEM PTS in congest to curb President Roose- 
* * velt's exercise of executive authority in the lh- 
Jtlation of auch defense measures as occupation of 
Iceland by United States troops will be studied 
closely by historians. 
The blind spot in the Constitution that makes it 
possible for the chief executive lo bring the country 
to the point of war under his own authority, though 
the decision to go to war must be made by congress, 
never was more plainly evident. 


It was the thought of the Constitution makers, of 
course, that full congressional control over bellig­ 
erency was going to be established by the power of 
congress to declare war. The possibilities of fight­ 
ing wars without declaring them had not yet been 
exploited. 


There is no doubt today that the United States, 
which already has taken sides In a war, could be 
plunged Into belligerency at any time thiough its 
maintenance of naval patrols in the North Atlantic. 
The decision to go to war, in the sense of no louder 
trying to avert war, was implicit In the order es­ 
tablishing naval patrols.

is better trained than the first division was at the 
start of our participation In the World war. The 
fifth, which Is commanded by G* n. Parker, 1s one of 
the new heavily motorized, triangular divisions that 
drew praise from war department observers in the 
Tennessee maneuvers. 
Gen. Parker adds—and thereby craftily Increase* 
his boost for the fifth—that the first division was 
about the finest division in our army, or for that 
matter in any army, from which we judge he was 
originally a first division man. We will not dispute 
his statement but we know of hundreds of graying 
gents in various sections of the country who will 
take pleasure in debating the matter with him. 
They will agree that the first was a nice division, 
all right, but as for it being the finest in our army— 
no. no, no. The graying gents will Insist that the 
distinction belongs to the second, third. 42nd, 26th, 
32nd, 27, 36, 77th or whatever division they served 
with. Here is one point on which you can always 
start an argument among Pershing’s veterans. It 
was sometimes good for a knock-down-drag-out dur­ 
ing the war and immediately afterwards, when blood 
was younger and hotter. 
We used to hear presumably unbiased officers 
attempt to rate the divisions in the A. E. F. in the 
order of their efficiency, but they seldom agreed on 
the listing. They generally started off with the first, 
second and third, then a tangle Immediately de­ 
veloped as to which was No. I. 


x t ’HEN the armistice waa declared, Pershing had 
V> quite a number of divisions, including the three 
named, that probably outclassed any troops fhe 
world has ever seen, not barring Napoleon’s old 
guard or the best of Hitler's blitzers. It was only 
the stay in hostilities that prevented the complete 
annihilation of the kaiser’s forces in the path of the 
Americans. Pershing would have gone right on to 
Berlin. 
If the fifth division is as good now as the first 
was at any time from the day it landed in France 
at the end of June, 1917. it is a corker, and we do 
not have to worry about our new army despite the 
croakings of the critics. It must be rounding Into 
great form, though some would have you believe that 
it still is little more than a crudely organized, poorly 
equipped mob, especially as compared to other 
nations. 
We heard the same criticism in the first World 
war that we are hearing now at our preparation* 
and of our army. The military master minds of the 
Allies were so dubious of the 
efficiency of th* 
Americans that they wanted to amalgamate our 
troops with the British and the French but Pershing 
held cut. 
He insisted on unity of American command, the 
American doctrine of open warfare training and the 
rifle and the bayonet and 
offensive tactics and 
eventually he disclosed the mightiest army in his­ 
tory, 


PERSHING himself sailed for Europe on May 23, 
A 
1917. The first division, made up of regulars. 
Including some of Pershing's veterans of his Mexican 
campaign of 1916, followed him in less than 30 
days. At that time the American army consisted of 
about*80.000 regulars and less than 150,00# national 
guardsmen. In the next 19 month*, the United States 
raised an army of 4.000,000 and sent 2,086.000 over­ 
seas. without losing a man to the enemy enroute on 
the eastward voyage. 
A year later in May the first division was in 
action, successfully at Cantigny, near Mouldier, 
and in June Pershing's second and third divisions 
were blocking the German advance on Paris by 
holding the line at Chateau Thierry. 
The same stuff in the way of young manhood 
that was in Pershing’s great army is in our new 
force, the same spirit and the same courage. Tile 
warriors of the old world, supposed to be the fiebt- 
ing supermen of their day, were not the equal* cf 
the Americans of 1917-18. And we do not believe 
that the future will reveal any difference if the same 
test develops.

But—the terrestrial globe business 1s up against 
the same propositions as the map business in gen­ 
eral. It is bumping into sales resistance. Why 
should he buy something that's out of date, the 
customer asks with a sneer, pointing to Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and other places which ar** no more* 
Or, In case these changes have bee# taken care 
of, he wants to know what assurance he can be 
givfn that boundaries won’t be changed again day 
after tomorrow. 
Nothing could be harder on the terrestrial glob* 
business than this. Anything worth having in the 
globe lino runs up into Sunday shoe money. You 
can't pick up something exactly like it at the 5 & 
IO. A customer wants to feel when he buys a glob* 
that he can pass it along to his children when they 
get married and start carting off knickknack* from 
the old homestead. He expects to get soaked. 
Except as curiosities, there Isn t a globe now la 
existence that will be worth dusting off again, in­ 
cluding the handsome job reposing at this writer’s 
elbow this very minute, a piece of furniture bought 
at considerable expense by money earned a penny 
at a time—and now obsolete. Yet, the only thing 
wrong with it is. It isn't up to date. There’s no sense 
in buying a whole new globe, complete with stand, 
to remedy that. No sense at all. 
The only thing needed to make it good as new 
is a set of neatly lithographed map replacements. 
There have been no changes in th** oceans or th* 
outlines of continents. All the island-; are the sam* 
shape though some of them have changed color and 
will change color again before the war's over.

actual tonnage of the m aterials 
but since a large amount of fabri­ 
cation goes into the m anufacture of 
these products, men and machines 
madly needed for national defense 
will he released for essential pro­ 
duction,’’ he declared.
